I would like for you to be brutal 


with my sons. Is that a surprise? 


If you find them speeding in a 


car, please be brutal. I have sat 
at a hospital holding a grieving 
mother's 
hand because of 


someone's mistake. That was 
brutal. I have gone with my 
husband to tell a wife her 
husband was killed. That was 
brutal. I have played organ 
music at funeral services for 
babies, teen-agers and adults, 
because someone drove too fast. 
That was brutal. 


I have sat all night by my 


husband's side trying to piece 
together two underage young 
men's lives, both broken by 
drinking. That was brutal. I have 
listened to the horrors ex- 
perienced by another man while 
he was drunk and heard him 
recall the many jails :iw has 
served time in for this. Tiwt was 
brutal. I have tried to < ,sole a 
mother whose daught r .was 
killed after being stn. 
by a 


drunken driver.That wai brutal. 


If you should find my sons with

I have been present when 
a boy and girl broke the news to 
their parents that they had to 
marry. That was brutal. I have 
tried to comfort a mother whose 
beautiful 
daughter 
was 


criminally raped. That was 
brutal. I have seen a promising 
young man with a brilliant future 
have to give it up, too young to 
assume the responsibilities of a 
wife and baby. That was brutal. 


If you ever see my sons taking 


something that isn't theirs or 
wilfully destroying property, 
please be brutal! 


I have walked in a hushed, 


sacred church that was stripped 
of everything that could be sold. 
That was brutal. I have seen a 
lovely, expensive home and yard 
completely torn up by vandals. 
That was brutal. I nave wiped a 
little boy's tears and helped him 
hunt for his stolen bicycle. That 
was brutal. 


If you should ever catch my 


sons doing anything illegal, 
please be brutal! I have come to 
realize that your kind of 
"brutality" cannot in anyway 
compare with the brutality that 
comes from breaking laws. 


My husband and I have tried to 


teach our sons that their rights 
end where someone else's begin. 
We believe that they have 
learned this lesson. But in case 
they forget, we look to you and 
others who influence their lives- 
teachers, coaches, etc., to see 
that they remember. 


And if you must be brutal to 


remind them—then please be 
brutal! 


I do not want my two sons to 


grow into two grown-up boys. I 
want them to become men, able 
to assume their places in this 
world and make good con- 
tributions to it. 1 sincerely hope 
they won't need your help; but if 
they do, and if you must, then be

Are these to be considered 


impudent attempts by labor to 
flaunt government efforts to 
keep wage increases, en aver- 
age, to 5.5 per cent a year? 


The president of the National 


Association of Manufacturers, 
W. P. Gullander, thinks they 
are. He forecasts an uprising 
against ''abusive labor union 
power, of which industry has 
been aware for more than a 
generation." 


But when you listen to labor 


leaders you obtain an entirely 
different view. It isn't greed or 
antagonism or disrespect or 
power or selfishness that moti- 
vates them, as they see it. 


It is, instead, responsibility to 


men and women who, over the 
years, have suffered financial 
deprivation, 
insecurity 
and 


health problems. And that 
battle, rather than having been 
won, may have suffered a set- 
back from inflation. 


This presents the Pay Board 


with the nearly impossible task 
of resolving quickly and prac- 
tically the incredibly divergent 
points of view that are rooted 
in hundreds of years of history. 


It presents them with issues 


that have been settled only aft- 
er long fights and then only 
temporarily, it being under- 
stood by both parties that the 
argument was to be reopened 
one or two years later. 


It isn't surprising, therefore, 


to see the same alignments and 
attitudes existing as before. La- 
bor members of the board are 
likely to vote together. Business 
denounces profit limitations but 
proclaims the need for wage re- 
straints. 


And while it is conceivable 


that the Pay Board will be able 
to attain the degree of restraint 
it seeks, it also seems likely 
that it can do so only with con- 
siderable friction

Secret Service 
May Add Female 
Special Agents

WASHINGTON (AP) — For 


the first time in its 106-year 
history, the Secret Service is 
considering women for its chief 
investigative job: special agent. 


Seven women are under con- 


sideration to join the 1,111 men 
whose duties include protecting 
the president, the vice presi- 
dent and their immediate fami- 
lies, and guarding the nation's 
currency against counterfeiters. 


"This has all stemmed from 


the President's policy directive 
to get more women in respon- 
sible 
government positions," 


said Eugene T. Rossides, assis- 
tant secretary of the Treasury 
Department, which has purview 
over the Secret Service. 


The seven women are under

WARREN, Ark. (AP) — Oil, 


the substance that has bolstered 
South Arkansas's economy for 
many years, apparently will find 
a home in the new Moro Bay 
State Park under construction 
south of here on the banks of 
the Ouachita River. 


A charter was signed last De- 


cember 
officially 
establishing 


the Moro Bay area in south 
Bradley County as a state park. 
Since then, however, the future 
of the $217,000 project has been 
clouded by a planned explora- 
tion for oil on the park property. 


Plans for construction of the 


park hit a snag last April when 
Ouachita Exploration, Inc., of 
El Dorado, notified the state 
Parks, Recreation and Travel 
Commission that it held mineral 
rights to some of the land in- 
cluded in the 110-acre park. 


The company said it had plans 


for a pipeline and roadway 
through the park area and 
planned to reopen an old well 
on the property and also drill 
a new well. 


According to G. W. Surles, 


state Parks director, Ouachita 
Exploration has a mineral lease 
on 90 acres of the 110 acres now 
in development. And, according 
to Surles, Frank Jones, presi- 
dent of the company, has stated 
to park officials that his com- 
pany plans to drill for oil on 
the property in the near future. 


After the news reached park 


officials that Ouachita Explora- 
tion had mineral rights to the 
land in the park, Surles asked

an abandoned well located on 
the park property and drill a 
new well. 


"If they don't strike oil, then 


in all likelihood more wells will 
be drilled so that more oil can 
be removed from the area," 
Surles said. 


In other words, to make the 


park more attractive, the com- 
mission is hoping that Ouachita 
Exploration will come up em- 
pty-handed when it sinks its 
drilling equipment into the land. 


"I had rather they didn't 


drill," Surles said. "That's only 
natural. But I don't think the 
two oil wells are going to cause 
any real harm to the park." 


Surles said drilling for min- 


erals on public property was not 
an uncommon occurence in the 
nation.

The 
Turners made an appointment 
to see the property. 


The suit said a Mrs. Stansell, 


Mrs. Slack's mother, met the 
Turners and showed them the 
house. 


According to the suit, several 


minutes later, Bernie Mann of 
Little Rock, who had made an 
appointment to see the house, 
arrived and Mrs. Stansell rent- 
ed the house to him and took 
his check. 


The suit said that Mrs. Stan- 


sell told Mann that several Ne- 
groes had tried to rent the 
house and "expressed anger at 
black citizens attempting to rent 
property from whites." 


A. T Goodloe, attorney for 


the Turners, said that Turner, 
an announcer for radio station 
KALA, Little Rock, has suspect- 
ed discrimination against blacks 
in rental practices.

on came here against the ad- 
vice of all his advisers. The

Many labor leaders viewed 


Nixon's speech before some 2,- 
000 delegates, alternates and 
guests as the opening rally in the 
President's bid for re-election. 


"He didn't win any friends 


here, but I'm afraid its going to 
have a big effect in the na- 
tion," another AFL-CIO official 
said of Nixon's 
face-to-face 


showdown with labor critics. 


Nixon said whether he gets

leaders are waiting only for the 
Democrats to settle on a presi- 
dential nominee before throw- 
ing all their support that way. 


Democratic presidential con- 


tender Sen. George McGovern 
of South Dakota got a com- 
paratively warm welcome in a 
speech backing labor's pay de- 
mands. He suggested that Nix- 
on be "phased out" of the 
White House next year. 


Many of the labor leaders 


here talked more 
favorably 


about a Democratic ticket 
headed by Sen. Henry M. Jack- 
son of Washington, with possi- 
bly Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of

Some of you use aluminum 
needles, some of you work 
with plastic needles. Some 
knitters prefer 14-inch nee- 
dles, some 10-inch. Some of 
you knit tightly, others very 
loosely. A needle size is giv- 
en with each pattern and 
always with a gauge. Al- 
though the original garment 
was 
made 
on that 
size 


needle and at the gauge giv- 
en, you may not always get 
the same gauge from those 
needles. Accordingly, since 
the garment you're knitting 
has been worked to that par- 
ticular gauge, you must get 
this gauge regardless of the 
size needle you use to get 
the number of stitches for 
an inch. 


If your stitch gauge is 


more sis to one inch than 
is required in your direc- 
tions, try the next size larg- 
er needle.
